They included: Dr. Maulana 
Karenga, founder of Kwanzaa and 
professor of Black Studies at Cali- 
fornia State University, Dr. Rev. 
Calvin Butts of Abyssinian Baptist 
Church in Harlem, and Imam W. 
Deen Mohammed, American Mus- 
lim spokesman for the international 
Islamic community. Although these 
leaders came from different per- 
‘spectives within the African Ameri- 
can community, they showed a true 
“operational unity in diversity”. 

“A Muslim is one that submits 
to the will of God, therefore I am a 
Muslim,” stated Dr. Calvin Butts to 
an enthusiastic audience, “...ifIam 
a true Christian and you are a true 
Muslim, there is no difference!” 

Each speaker dealt with the is- 
sue of crime andracism in theirown 
special manner, but the point came 
across loud and clear. Dr. Maulana 
Karenga impressed upon the audi- 
ence the need for a return to our 
culture and a renewed sense of mo- 
tality: “When the head is sick, the 
body is ill. Our people are spiritu- 
ally and morally bankrupt. We don’t 
need another hero, we need to get 
back to basics— our culture and our 
God.” He made it clear that he was 
against internal division within the 
African American community, and 
he spoke out against mainstream 
leaders that are “prostituting offour 
struggle”. 

Imam Mohammed added that, 
“There is no perception of moral 
behavior. This is a confused culture 
withoutan identity.” He talked about 
propaganda in the American sys- 
tem, and the government’s attempt 
to discredit Muslim nations. “In 
Saudi Arabia crime is not popular; 
in America, Saudi Arabia is not 
popular but crime is popular. In 
Islam there is mercy in thestrickness 
of the law.” 

According to The African 
American Institute of Islamic Re- 
search, America has surpassed the 
Soviet Union and South Africa as 
the world’s leader in incarcerating 
their citizens, the overwhelming 
majority being African American 
males. Rev, Butts said, “Mostof the 
brothers locked up are not being 
rehabilitated — most don’t belong 
inthere. Wedon’tneed chaplains in 
jail, we need brothers out of jail.” 

Rev. Butts went on to give an 
explicit example of the many racist 
practices taking place within the 
penal system. He talked about an 
incident where white guards beat a 
Christian brother and a Muslim 
brother as they were reading their 
scriptures. The guards then com- 
menced to stomp and urinate on the 
Bible and Koran as the brothers had 
to watch in pain.
